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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shal l contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make the claimed combination wherein the damping fluid flows through the damping device 180 
degrees but of phase with low frequency high amplitude axially induced vibrations, specifically, 
see the last line of page 7 of the specification. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, "180 degrees out of phase with the induced vibrations" is unclear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-10 and 19-20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brenner et al. (US 5386973). 

Brenner et al. disclose a hydraulic including a journal bearing 7 and a supporting bearing 
8 which are joined by a spring body 6 made of a rubber elastic material (col. 4 line 9) and border 
on at least one working space la and at least one compensating space lb, the working space and 
the compensating space being each filled with a damping fluid (col. 4 line 4) and communicating 
through a damping device 2 in a fluid-conducting manner, wherein, in response to relative 
displacement of the journal bearing and the supporting bearing with respect to one another, the 
damping device has damping fluid flowing through it. 

Re claim 2, see partition 10 and channel 2. 

Re claims 3-4, see Fig. 4. 

Re claims 5-7, see pocket 3a in Fig. 4. 

Re claims 8-10, see Fig. 4a. 

Re claims 19 and 20, see bellows 12 in Fig. 1, for "essentially without pressure", see the 
hole in Fig. 1 next to the leader line from "13". 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 23 February 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant again argues that Brenner et al. fails to state that radial displacement 
necessarily causes fluid flow through the damping device. 

In response to applicants argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., radial 
displacement within the working space necessarily resulting in flow through the damping device) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 
Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Moreover, and as Applicant points out, Brenner et al. disclose that opening 15 is provided 
for pressure equalization. Thus, relative radial displacement of Brenner et al.'s journal bearing 
and supporting bearing with respect to one another results in a pressure differential between the 
working space and the compensating space which thereby causes a pressure equalization to occur 
through opening 15 and ultimately, fluid flow through the damping device according to the 
claimed combination.
